The  Bristol  Waterworks s  Company*  s  supply  has  been  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year  in  quality  and  quantity  and  there  has  been  no  shortage 
anywhere  in  the  District.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated  groups  of 
houses  or  individual  houses  a  piped  water  supply  provided  by  the  Bristol 
Water  Works  Company  is  now  available  throughout  the  area. 


No  bacteriological  examination  or  chemical  analysis  was  made  of 
this  piped  supply  during  the  year.  No  action  was  necessary  with  regard  to 
any  waters  liable  to  have  plumb o- solvent  action.  Action  was  not  necessary 
in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination  in  piped  supplies.

Site  licences  for  the  larger  sites  are  subject  to  conditions  requiring  the 
execution  of  works  up  to  the  model  standards  by  the  30th  June,  1963*.  No  appeals 
to  the  Magistrates  or  requests  for  the  relaxation  of  conditions  have  been  made 
in  respect  of  the  permanent  residential  sites. 


Some  difficulty  has  arisen  in  the  case  of  holiday  sites  used  mainly  for 
week  purposes  and  where  very  little,  if  any  holiday  letting  occurs.  In  one  case 
the  Magistrates  cancelled  the  conditions  requiring  the  provision  of  baths  or 
showers,  hot  water,  and  laundry  facilities,  as  being  unduly  burdensome.

In  several  cases  where  the  requirements  relating  to  cleanliness,  repair 
and  facilities  for  washing  food  and  equipment,  were  not  complied  with, 
informal  action  by  letter  secured  early  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  I960, 

Advice  has  also  been  given  verbally  to  individual  traders  and  food 
handlers.  This  is  a  particularly  important  duty  carried  out  by  your 
Inspectors  and  requires  considerable  tact  to  show  recalcitrant  and 
slovenly  food  handlers  the  errors  of  their  ways.

The  Hone  Help  Service  has  also  been  functioning  well 
but  it  is  handicapped  by  lack  of  suitable  women  willing  to  help  in  this  vital 
and  invaluable  field  of  service.
